Despite this di»hrart«n|9X .■ accident, 
the entire fire department, aasist^d by 
part of the Oakland department and 
many Tolunteers from, outside di.ftricts, 
did 'heroic service, many bmvc men los- 
ing th^Ir lives . ivhlle performing the 
work of succor. The earthquake, Imw 
ever, had broken most of the water 
mains, and the' uoen weiie -rrlthout wafer 
to battle with the fire fiend, matever 
water was,obt»fned to fight the flames 
in the horbor'front and in the factory 
districts was pumped from the bay. This 
compelled dynamiting as the only jiossi 
ble method of saving the city. 

The flames were kept confined to tho 
south of Market street in the business 
section lintli about 3 o'clock on TVoJnes 
day afternoon, when the -wind CHrried 
,ihe«ts of flawiei Into tie rltrhest part of 
the city. 

, The Pakce hotel, •which has j-hc.' 
tered f»mou.s people from' all parts of 
the world, was , burned clean. NothiuR 
except the gutted framework of its 1,. 
000 rooms now stands. 

Amonff the other notable' hulldings dc 
stroyed irere the Grand opera house, on 
Mission street, where the Conrcld Opera 
company opened , its seas6n Monday 
night. Tlie members. of the troupe rae 
now at the St. Francis hotel, one of the 
few .big hotpJs that still stand. Tlie 
Majestic theatre, at Market nnd Kighth

Throughout the city, wherever there is 
a public square a scene of dMftlation Is 
presented. Tents have been pitched by

household belongings they m^nSg^d to 
save, from the general ruin.

Landmarks Are (Seno

world has been laid in ruins or burn'd 
to the ground in the dire caUstnplie. 
Never has the fat* of a city been more 
disastrous. 

For three milts along the watflr front 
nuildrngs h.ive been swopt clean and to. 
night the blackened b«ams and mat 
Ftkelcfons of faotories and .oirice-'bulM- 
jngs ,'^fanri siihouetted'awlBstJ'ai-bacf- 



trrecked by the earthqnakc, and tho Ccn 
trul.raaed by the flames. 

• The 52,000,000 F'alrmount . lio[»l Is 
still standing, ond suffered little <'am- 
age. The. Odd Fellows' Temple < ii 
Market street; the St. Nicholas hotel 
and the Call and the Ev-amiucr buildings 
and the Parrot building are gone, while 
the big city hall caved in completely 
when the earthquake shook the city. 

Nearly every big factory building has 
bc-on wiped out of existence, and a o.-v.n- 
• ft'te enumeration (jof them would 'ook 
like, a copy of tho. city directory. 

'Many of the fine.vt buildings in the 
c.'tj were leveled to the du.st by fhb 
terrific Charges of dynamite in the 
hopeless effort to stay the horror of fire, 
In .this work many heroic soldiers, po- 
l.'cemen , and firemen were maimc l' or 
killed outright. 

Scene ef Devastation 

An Associated Press man, who we it \t 
High Hill overlooking the city last u'ghl 
noted.tb«t the sky in tl)B e.H8t and £.»uth 
Hides -was lllumlnBted for a distanct^ of 
four or five miles. The illumination from 
the south side was of a duller ^'low, 
sliowlng that the .flsme.-i were not err). 
Humiog. property of such great propor- 
tions as was the case on the oast kVe, 

In the business district toward (he 
water fr^ont the flames were either 
checked or; blocked out about Washing- 
ton street, and at the corner of Kear- 
ney the hall of jnstU'P could be notsd

The greaer portion of the sfrucr-.ires 
to. the west of Kearoey up to Dupijut 
were burned as far south as CallforniB.

Merchants' E.xchauge' building the lire 
burned fiercely, licking the sides^ of the 
steel giants, but It resisted the flumes and 
heat. 

Then came the destruction of the 
Western Union building, at the cor- 
ner of Pine and MontBoincry .streets. In 
this building was located the olTice oC 
the Western division of the Associated 
Press. 

Work of Newspaper Men 
Earlier in the day the occupants had 
been ordered out by tlic authorities, nu 
account of the danger, and the Associ- 
ated PresM e.Htublislie<l u temporary sta- 
tion in the Biillctiu editorial rooms. Then 
the latter place was chised, and IhiH 
despiitcli was written on n doorstep 
near Chinatown, tlio iiluniinaf ion of the 
burning building.s furnLshing light for the 
writer. 

A Thousand Troops 

from tho Presidio arrived down town 
to jiatrol the city'.s streets. Tlio Thir- 
teenth infantry, ],(KX) strong, arrived 
from Angel islan<l a little later and 
wont on luitrol duty at onve. 

The J'Mrst California artillery, 2<X> 
strong, two corajianies, have been de- 
tailed to patrol, duty on. Ellis street. 
Two mora companies' , are.', patroling 
Broadway, In the 'Italian [section. - 

Tlie i»Wler»<'.J»jiv6 been, •ordered to 
.shoot down thieves cauglit^^ia. the act of 
robbinET the dead ' and to." guard with 
their Irves tlio nii}ltohs"of dollars' .worth 
of property wblohi has been plae'fed in the 
streets that it may esbape tho ravages 
of the flames. 

Three Thieves Wore Shot 
by tho soldiers and tlicro are reports 
of others being siuiilarly executed. Mar- 
tial law has been iiroolniuied and all 
saloons closed. Liquor cannot bo had 
anywhere, and the I'onnidabic presence 
of federal troops, militia and naval re- 
serves has had its effect on any ele- 
ment that might bo disposed to be dis- 
orderly. 

■The jnayor's proclamation authorizing 
the shooting of looters on siglit has been 
scattered liroadcast on circulars, and few 
reports of thieving are being received. 

It is- impossible to give anything like 
an. iiccuratc statement concerning the 
kilted,, -/Unquestionably many people 
-were either killed outright, imprisoned 
or rendered nncoriscious In- .eoUapsing 
bnildihffB whicAi were afterward burned. 

Artillery ttcn from the Presidio, ivith 
their supply wagons'and the army com- 
missary wagobSf -are aiding in getting 
the fleeing inhabitai^ts and. thoir bag- 
gage out of the threatened grounds. 

Despite the vlgiliince of the police, 
and soldiers, many 

Places Were Pillaged 
in the wholesale district. I>iiiiior stores 
were broken into and strii)|)C<l clean. 
As a result scores of vafiahonds were 
lying dead drunk in the streets. 

The ruin in tlie coiiiniissioii and whol(^- 
sttlc district is (-ornplctc, tlic fiaiiins to- 
night having completed tlie paralysis of 
the early morning. 

Under the fateful shock nil the rook- 
eries used as commission houses, many 
of.tliCM relics of the days of '-i'J, col- 
lapsed. 

Under the debris were killed and bur- 
ied hundreds of horses bitched to the 
vegetable wagons -n-hich were drawn up 
to receive their day's supply.. The dead 
horses were pjlcd high and tho wreck- 
age blocked tho'Bfr'ects Tintii the'advnnc- 
ing conflagration turned' all that section 
of the town into a vast funeral pyre. 
Ferry Building Damaged ' 
The new ferry building did not escape 
the wrath of tho "trpwblcr," and .t»o 
tower of this California landmark."; Js 
badly shattered. 

At the corner of Seventh and Howard 
streets a great lodging house took fire 
after the first .shock, and before the 
guests bad a chance to escape, 'fhcro 
were hardly any exits and it is believed 
nearly all the lodgers perished. 

On (Jeary street the Albert Pike 
Memorial temple of the California bod- 
ies of tho .Scottish itite .Masons, con- 
taining scenery that cost }!20,fH.iO au<l 
costumes valued at fl''>,000 collapsed. 

Tho now Jewish synagogue adjoining 
was cracked to Its foundations. 

While tivf biidly injured men were 
being taken frnni the collapsed bulldinc; 
at Second and .lessic streets, I'-athors 
Shogan, Itogers and Huber. of ft. Pal- 
rick's church, granted them the last 
rites of the (Jatholic church, This cer- 
emony was performed while- a mass of 
coping overhead threatened to crush the 
prieats . to death. . 
Three of the men died. . ' 

Miraeuleu* Escape-, ' , 

A shoemaker nam9.d Joseph" Lindsay 
was four hours in a: .d^tgolishcd build- 
ing and when dug out it was found that 
he had not bcon hurt. ; h. . ' 

The eotireiMrkin street. jTront^K^ of 
the city hall for a °di&t.ancc of several 
hundred feet was tbroTrn. out on to the 
street and that thoroughfare, for two 
blocks Is piled high with masses of mor- 
tare^I brick and twisted iron. 

At 10 o'clock tonight the firo wax 
abated and IhousHuds of people were 
fleeing to the liills and clamoring for 
places on the ferryboats at tlio ferry 
building.

Mayor Sclimitz sent out word to the 
bnkeries and milk stations throughout 
the city that their food supply must be 
harbored for the homeless.

Th-j 
long wliarf was one of the most impor- 
tant shipping points about tho bay and 
freight traffic will bo Interrupted con 
siderably. 

Mayor's Proclamation

Chlnateivn In flames 
Last' night tiJe fire spread to China- 
town in common with other districts.

THE CALIFORNIA DISASTER. 

Vrslcrda.v \vp i-cCerred to tlie "Sail 
Franci.sL'o disaslcr." Xow iL must bo 
rofoi'i-ed to as tlic "California dlsastpr." 
TIio scciio lia.s bt!on elianpred. From a 
local cata.'stroiilie it ha.s become a .state 
cata.strophc. Telegraphic IntcUiBonco 
assures u.s that tlic disturbed area 
extends up and do-\vn t.lic I'Oast for a 
eonsideral)k' distance. "SVe are yet 
very mueli in tlie tiark as to the Cull 
extent of tlie damage done; but sulli- 
clcnt is known to permit us to como 
. to Ihe conclusion that we have liad 
enacted tlie greatest iiliysical tragedy 
of modern times. Going back to l^ls- 
bnu in ITjri, we have tlie loss of 60,000 
llve.s, but we have not yet got tlic tre- 
mendous destruction of property, which 
amounts in this instance to anything 
above $r.00,00O,00O. A numl.ier of towns 
have ijractlcally been wiped out of 
exi.stonce. The English language is 
not capable 'of expressing tlio sentl- 
nicnt.s, .which , are Invoked by ■ such a 
calamity.;^ It is the greatest that has 
been.

"III Jormer editions ircdplo were

and tlia'l advice stiU iliokl^s , good. Kroiii 
all reports Ihero' are large 'areas of 
fi'rlilc laiiil, well ■suitQti, t»^n.i.\cd fann- 
iii.!;, dairying and cattle ralsing, but most 
of this land is far from tlie markots, 
hard to got to and is so isola'tod that, 
until the coming of ihe railway, iliose 
ivrJto-make homes in tlint •country iiuist 
be phspaired to "rougli it" nnd lienr with 
lall the iucoiivonioiicM and privations 
incidental ito pioneer life. On the other 
Inuid, iiion ncciislomed to frontier life, 
and possessed of r-nlllcieiit means to 
.e.stabllsh themselves ii\^ advance of 
the," railway, need have no hesitation 
about going Into a country where every 
man able and willing to work is cer- 
tain of a present livelihood and a co.tn- 
petency .in the future. " -• " 

"As an impression; appears to , exist 
that the Grand Trimk Paclflc is about 
to begin the work of construction in 
this province, It is considered advis- 
able, in. the interests of prospective 
setOerd,';t6ippint outHKe actual^rali\va 
s^t■ii"atl6h^"''' The' Grand Trunk Pacific 
charter provides for tiic completion of 
the road by 1011, but so far the com- 
pany has not shown any Intention of 
beginning work. oii. the British Colum- 
bia section, all that has been done up 
to the present being reconnaissance 
.surveys. 11 is tliprefore Impossible 
to answer the .iiumorpus emjulrlcs as 
to when const'ru^tion wiii;: begin, or to 
outline, much leSs deflhe, the route 
whicli the compan.v will ultimately 
select. As to tlu; .^clcctiiin of a 
Pacilio''Coast terminus, tlic facts are as 
follows: '-'•'' ..' ■" 

"The Graiid' Trunk Pacific has pur- 
chased from the provincial government 
10,000 acres on Kalen Island, about 12 
miles south of Port Simpson, and has 
agreed to begln^'the,. constructton of, 
docks and "other "terminal works on the 
land purchased on or before June 1, 
190G. Should the conipany fall to live 
up to its contract, llie jn-ovince has tlie 
riglit to resume possession of the 
land. While, therefore, tliore is a 
reasonable probability of the terminus 
(which will bo called Prince Rupert) 
being established on Kaion Island, the 
company may jirefer to build to some 
other point on the coast which it may 
consider more . suitable. 

"The (Canadian Northern, which Is 
now completed from Lake Superior to 
Edmonton, Alberta, is not bound by 
contract to complete its line to the 
Paclflc. Coast within.. a |Sp(^^ifle,d. time 
but it Is generally' understood that the 
company is anxious to securn an out- 
let on tlie I'acillc, and that it will build 
through British Columbia as soon as 
possible.-/* ' ■■ •' -jf-^' -'^ '.^{.•-.•t 

"The ' Paclflc, '"Northern ' &"'"Omlneca 
Railway Company, which has a char- 
ter to build titim Kitimat Arm iiorlii- 
■ward to Hazelton, on tlic Skeena 
River, is- bound by its agreement with 
the ' government to begin construction 
by August, 1907, and to complete the 
road by May, IflOO. 

. "The prospect of immediate railway 
construction looks m^agi-^vat. present 
(March, 1906), an&' those" who""' settle 
in that part of the province in the 
expectation of liavlug railway facilities 
In the near future may meet with dis- 
;ippolntment." 'j'^^^)^.-^''^ ^i^tf^ ' 

Besides"' descrip'tlon's of 'the agricul- 
tural, mineral and timber lands, routes 
of travel, raihvay and steamboat fares, 
the bulletin contains summaries of the 
land laws, Instructions as to staking 
pre-emptions, and much other informa- 
tion of use to prospective settlers.

The jintupliJet was accompanied by a 
iciivirlar letter whichi stated t'lrat the 
general council liad liad n large corre- 
spondence Wiitii fvontiorsinen nil over 
the world "and iliad secured 'tin! opiuioiits 
of iiiiany liundrcil'* of ■ men representing 
every pi-ovineo in the' Empire; further, 
tiint tlie Bchenhe, nis-naw set forbli, em- 
bodies 1 ho views of tlK»«e whose opinion.'; 
ilind tlni.s been sought and that, eonse- 
(piontly, it 'is hoped tiio^^e will moot with 
the widcfit jiossiblc support. Same
